Or-
dinarily at this time of the year markets are
slow, and this year the dull situation has
been sgzraveted by the tightness of the
market. Thereare rumors of cutting, but
holders of standard brands of raw iron show
no disposition to concede. Only those whose
uecessities compel them to do it are sell-
ing below our quotatons. There is little
likelibood of au  active movement
in raw irons before the first of the vear, The
demand tor manufnctured iron is still netive,
but this condition of things cannot long
eontinue, unless there should come an im-
proved demsnd tor pig iron.

FIGHTING CHANCE FOR INGALLS,

RBepublicans Discover a Method of Getting
a Majority in the Legisluture.

ToPEEA, November 28.—An interesting
complicatinn has arisen in connection with
the election of a Upited States Senasor to
succeed Benator Ingalls, and if the planof
action proposed by the Republicans is sue-
cessfully carried out it would seam that the
Senator may succeed himself, Aa ap-
plication has been made to the Supreme
Court to compel the State Board
of Canyassers to give certificates of election
to 19 delegates who were elected under the
provisions of the Constitution which says
that each county which has 258 voters is en
titled to a representative, The Constitution
at the same time limits the nunber of mem-
bers to 125, so that in order to seat the 19
delegates from the sparsely settled counties
it would be necessary to arop an equal sums-
ber of members-elect from the more pupu=
lous eounties.

If the Court issues the mandamus and 14,
19 delegates are seuted they will vote jor
Ingalls as they are so pledged, which wonld
give them 83 votes on joint ballot, the nume
ber to eleck If they are uot seated and Senator
Ingalils is defeated, the plan of the Repub~
licans is to contest the election of his sue-
cessiul opponent in the Unpited States Seas
ate, on the ground that the delegates were
entitled to their seats, und that their votes
would have elected him.
